Nothing is more conducive to the 
health of a horse than a good light, 
airy stable. This should be built upon 
high and dry ground, says C. A. Noyes 
in Prairie Farmer. The horse is a clean 
animal and should have clean quarters, 
and to prevent disease arising from 


filth and neglect careful attention 
should be given the stable, Because of 
its alryness in summer, a log stable 
Is much preferred. It can be made com- 
fortable during the winter by chinking 
the cracks with straw. 

Opposite each stall should be a win- 
dow, protected by a shutter, to let in 
the cheering breeze or bar out the 


storm. Fasten the rack high and firmly 
to the wall with the upright pieces 


four inches apart to prevent the wast- 
ing of long food. To avoid injury to

The larger and better developed the 
frog the better does it fulfill the fune- 
tions It is intended for. It is only nec- 
essary to bear this In mind to see that 
it is a mistake to pare away the frog 
in any way. Besides thus negatively, 
as it were, Influencing the development 
of the frog by not having It touched 
when the horse is shod the develop- 
ment may be influenced directly by al- 
lowing the frog to come into contact 
witb the ground and to bear weight, 
though It does not do this to nearly the 
same extent as do the wall and the 
outer part of the sole, whicb latter are 
the chief parts of the hoof for bearing 
weight. 

In the cases of borses shod In the 
usual way the frog necessarily is not 
able to perform Its functions nearly so 
well as in the case of unshod horses, 
and in this fact lies one of the evils of 
shoeing. If the frog in the shod foot 
could perform its functions to the full- 
est extent, more especially in the case 
of barness borses, there would be few- 
er diseases of the feet,

There is a great deal of rough, bro 
ken land in western and southwestern 
Texas that will xrowdfairly goodjgrass 
that cannot be successfully cultivated, 
says Dallas Farm and Ranch, At the 


sume time there are millions of acres 
in the state that are now being grazed 
that can be successfully planted and 
cultivated, at least in forage crops. By 
increasing the acreage cultivated of 
these tillable lands their cattle produe- 
ing capacity will be correspondingly 
increased. In other words, a given ter- 
titory with a large percentage culti- 
vated in forage crops will produce, fat- 
ten and feed more cattle than will the 
sume amount of similar territory 
where the native grasses are relied on 
solely for feed. It usually requires 
ten acres to the animal to supply feed 
the year around when the natural 
urasses ure relied on, while ten acres 
properly cultivated in forage crops 
will produce feed enough to carry a 
half dozen cattle through the winter, 
and five acres of the same land will 
carry one animal through the spring, 
summer and fall. By raising feed and 
feeding through the winter the ranch- 
man and farmer not only guards 
ngainst the possibility of loss, but also 
more than doubles the capacity of his 
property. 

This year's experience of feeders 
with shredded corn fodder will go a 
long way toward determining the stat- 
us of this too neh neglected forage, 
says American <Agriculturist. If at- 
tention Is given to thorough drying be- 
fore shredding, there can be but little 
doubt us to the outcome. So far as 
the careful farmer fs concerned, shred- 
ded fodder has passed the experimen- 
tal stage. He knows it is first class 
rough feed and that if given the prop- 
er attention keeps perfectly. Howey- 
er, the average farmer and stockman, 
with his somewhat careless methods, 
may not get the best results. But he 
knows that the fault {s his own, and 
he can remedy it {f he will. The con- 
ditions ure much the same as those 
confronting a community asking for 
free rural delivery. The government 
says, “Provide good roads, and you 
will get free delivery.” Adopt {in- 
proved methods, and you will get good 
feed. The results of this season's ex- 
perience will be awaited with interest.

The grain and stover must 
be utilized on the farm and marketed 
in live stock or dairy products to make 
the corn crop profitable to the farmer 
of the Ohlo valley or the older eastern 
states,

STOP UP THE CRACKS. 


Make Poultry Houses Secure Against 
Drafts and Avoid Colds and Roup, 
As the weather begins to get colder, 

especially o' nights, it is increasingly 

important that the birds shall be snug- 
ly sheltered from winds and storms, 

We do not mean that they shall be 

shut tight up so that no fresh air 

whatever can reach them, but that 
drafts shall be shut off, for it is to 
drafts that most of the colds of au- 
tumn and winter are due, The farm- 
er thinks: “Yes, it’s getting colder. 
Guess U1l shut the henhouse door to- 
night.’ But he does not recall that 
there are several cracks in the walls 
ond around the window and door 
frames that he meant to stop up some 
time, but he hasn’t found the conven- 
ient time yet. Those cracks have been 
growing larger. The house is only 
four or five years old perhaps, and 
when it was built the joints were 
made tight, and the pernicious drafts 
didn’t exist. The first summer's sun 
and rains seasoned the boards and 
opened up the seams a bit in two or 
three places, but not seriously. The 
next summer's sun and rains added to 
the seasoning, and in one or two in- 
stances a bit of light could be seen 
through a crack. And so it has gone 
on until now there are several decided 
leaks in the walls, where the winter 
winds whistle through and make plere- 
ing drafts In the pen, even though 
window and door be tightly closed. 
Draf.s of air and dampness are the 
cause of most o7 the colds, the dread 
precursor of roup, and if we will but 
clone up those cracks so that cur- 
rents of alr are prevented we have 
gone fully half way in heading off 
that most troublesome and costly alil- 
ment. And prevention Is so much eas- 
jer and simpler than cure, Any one 

who has wearily battled through a 

siege of roup will say “amen” to that. 
And it is so easy, too, to stop up 

the cracks. With a few, cents’ worth 
of “Neponset” or “Paro! 

roid” roofing material and a hammer 

(the nails and tin heads come with it) 

a man can close in the walls of the 

house and effectually shut out the win- 

ter blasts. Either of those roofing ma- 
terlals properly put on makes a poul- 
try house or barn or any outbuilding 
both wind and water tight, and there- 
after the ventilation of that building 
by window and door is wholly within 
control, With the cracks stopped up 
and direct drafts prevented the fowls 
can go to roost at night in comfort, 
and the owner will not be likely to 
be greeted with sneezes and other 
symptoms of the dreaded colds when 
he opens the door in the morning. 
Shutting off the direct drafts pays In 
another way—namely, in egg produe- 
tion—and is to be recommended for 
that reason also. Warmth is a factor 
in the production of eggs, aud the shut- 
ting out of the chill blasts Is the first 
step toward securing that desired 
warmth, Absence of cold Is warmth, 
—A. I’. Hunter in Reliable Poultry

a sharp criticism on feeding hard boil- 
ed eggs to turkey poults. Now, I feed 
a certain per cent of hard boiled eggs 
with most excellent results, Years ago, 
before I adopted my present way of 
feeding, I lost fully hal? that hatched, 
Since adopting my present plan I raise 
95 per cent, barring accidNgts. Last 
year I had fifty or more killea the 
railroad or by dogs. This year I hive 
been fortunate enough to prevent any 
being killed and have a large drove. 
I have lost some, I hardly know how, 
There were no sick ones. It was after 
they were turned on the range, and 
they just came up missing, As I turn- 
ed them out to run before the hay and 
oats were cut I think they probably 
got tangled in the long grass, Only a 
few from each flock were missing, 

I think persons who condemn the hard 
boiled egg imagine that it is made an 
exclusive diet, when it only makes per. 
haps one-third of a meal twice a day, 
green food one-third, oatmeal or millet 
the other third.

LI HUNG CHANG’S WIVES.

The Firrt Onc, Though Alive, Was 
Looked Upen as Dead, 


The one romantic complication in the 
life of the late Machiavelli of China, 
Li Hung Chang, is amusing or tragic 
according as one may choose to look 
at it. 

Earl Li early in his distinguished 
eareer took a wife. During the Tal- 
ping rebellion his wife had to fly to the 
interior for safety, where she lived for 
many months without communicating 
with her husband. The Chinese states- 
man meanwhile, thinking his wife had 
perished with other victims in the mas- 
sacre, enlisted the sympathies of the 
emperor, who ordered a magnificent 
funeral. The empty coffin was follow- 
ed to the grave with all pomp and 
ceremony of state by Li Hung Chang 
and representatives of the emperor, 
After a period of mourning Li Hung 
Chang took unto himself another wife 
and settled down again to domestic 
felicity. 

Then the first wife appeared. She 
had narrowly escaped the massacre 
and had been living with ber family. 
Mrs, Chang No, 1 took exception to 
Mrs. Chang No. 2 and wished to be 
reinstated as principal wife, for the 
law of China does not allow polygamy. 

Li Hung Chang was in a great stew. 
In despair he applied to the emperor. 
The emperor said Mrs, Chang No. 1 
had been accorded a state funeral. 
Therefore, to all intents and purposes, 
she was dead, and he advised his min- 
ister to ignore her, which he did. As 
women are treated as mere chattels in 
China, the first wife did not demur, 
but went back to her family, among 
whom she died.
